believe are the true ones; you have 


not the reports that;may set the spe- 
cial facts you note or are detailed to 
you in a different light. But one 
thing you can discern, for it is borne 


in’ on you. with every wind of. the 
spirit that blows. A force of _ in- 
creasing power, mobility, morale, 


stands against a force decreasing re- 
latively in all these garticulars. The 
tests of this-assertion? They are 
many. . Today the Franco-British 
armies are an essentially unharrassed 
body of soldiers and workers, purst- 
ing their many tasks of- transport, 
fortification, artillery menace and 
preparation, with little. interrtption 
jrom the enemy. The German arm- 
ies are an escsntially harrassed body. 
Their trenches, batteries, ‘lines of- 
communication, are more _constantly 
under fire from a greaterMumber of 
guns, and are more often raided, as
